CONSULTATIONS WITH SOVIETS. REFERENCE WAS INCLUDED SOLELY 
AS A MEANS OF TYING INNER-GERMAN TRANSIT AGREEMENT WHICH IS 
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SPECIFICALLY LISTED IN FQP MORE DIRECTLY TO QUADRIPARTITE 
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AGREEMENT. IF OTHER BONN GROUP MEMBERS BELIEVE FQP REFER- 
ENCE IS MORE HARMFUL THAN HELPFUL, WE WOULD HAVE NO OBJEC- 
TION TO ITSELETION.
